For that reascn he believes
that no interference from outside
sources should be tolerated until af-
ter the full Board of Curators has
had an opportunity to pass upon the
incident in the light of all ihe facts.

The American Assoclation of Uni-
versity Professors, Dr. Schlundt says,
excercises its chief influence in mak-
ing investigations for the benefit of
the understanding of its members
throughout the United States.

Each of the nine members of the
board will receive copies this week of
the testimony heard by the Execu-
tive Board during its investigation
of the circulation ot the question-
naires.

“I'l have to give up either work
or golf soon.”

Thought to Be Improving

He was visited by his physician,
Dr. Henri Rabeau, Saturday evening.
Dr. Ferreyrelles, a personal friend
of the ambassador accompanied the
physician, and they left him ap-
parently so much tmproved that his
robust condition was expected to
pull him through the attack.

His condition became suddenly
critical early Sunday and he died
quietly at the American embassy
late in the day.

Led by President Doumergue, of-
ficial and unofficial France mourned
with America today. Herrick was
probably the most popular diplo-
matic representative in Paris and it
was the smiling, white-haired am-
bassador who stood at the elbow
of Col. Charles A. Lindbergh when
France shouted her tumultous cheers
to America two years ago.

Paris Papers Carry Black Bordems

Paris newspapers carried black
borders this morning—an indication
of the nation’s great esteem for
Herrick—and Le Petit Journal ex-
pressed the public's regard for the
man who refused to leave the
threatened capital during the dark-
est of World War days. “He was
popular without ever trying to be
so and was tested during the try-
ing days,” the newspaper said.

Members of the Cabinet, leading
foreign representatives, many news-
paper men and public officials led
the way to the American Embassy
to sign the register &nd express their
sympathy.

Aprproval of Levy of
$1.45

Voters of Columbia will vole on
the school levy of $1.43 set by the
school board as the necessary amount
for the support of the schools for
the coming year, at the general city
election to be held tomorrow. The
amount of the levy this year is five
cents less than the amount voted
last year, and is apportioned as
follows: 60 cents tax on each $100
nssessed valuation of the voters in
addition to the 40 cents allowed by
law, making a total of $1 which
will be used to pay the teachers
and defray Incidental expénses, a
tax of 15 cents, which will be used
for special purposes. The sinking
and interest fund remains at 30
cents, the same as last year and
will not be voted upon.

They are to be
elected for another term of three
years.
